that a bank credit of $40,000, is 
available, instead of $15,000, as 
announced in another section of 
this paper. . Accordingly orders 
from the mayor were given to the 
secretary-treasurer to issue checks 
at onée for all local bills that have 
been passed by the finance com- 
mittee. Deducting the city’s over- 
draft on its bank there still remains 
on deposit to the city’s eredit of 
this $40,000 the sum of $18,000 for 
defraying all other obligations. In 
other words, tha city’s debit column 
showed $22,000 to its bank, which 
jirdebtedness is now wiped out, but 
a hew account is available. 
The sum due all local merchants 
Of tradesmen is $6,210. The men 
who have been .working in the 
-ditchies hold city notes to the 
amount of $3,106. Those must be 
paid at once also, and are being 
drawn on the proper fund, the 
debentures having been sold for 
waterworks extension © purposes. 
In addition to the $9,307 thus 
incurred the city owes about $5,000 
to the Crane-Ordway people. The 
Canadian Fairbanks Co, and the 
Gedney-Gray Co,, are both creditors 
of the city for considerable sums, 
which will be met in part at once 
by orders of Mayor Danelz on 
Wednesday. The sum due the 
Hotson, Leader and Goode Co. for 
the construction of the fire-hall has 
been paid off to the amount of 
$2,400. The city was credited 
$400 on its account with this firm 
in lieu of rectifying a construction 
error, and plus the sundries on the 
account the amount due at the 
present time is $2,086.

Keeping the house cool in summer ts 

not always on easy problem to solve, 

People who bave lasge houses and 
money enough to equip them with elec 
tric fans and other appliances can, of 
course, keep véry comfortable, but it 
is more dificult to mannge Kh in small 
houses, 

Windows must be shaded with blinds, 
shutters. or awnings and be welt 
screened All the heavy hangings 
should be removed and where pissible 
the carpets should be taken up and 
cool colors, such as white, gray, light 


greens and blues, should take the phice 
of the warmer colors, Then white nus: 
lin curtains soften the light. though 


many people object to even that much 
drapery. 

The coolest hours of summer are the 
night hours. Therefore the night alr 
should be allowed to circulate freely 
through every part of the house. The 
best circulation is obtained by baving 
windows open at the top and bottom 
instead of entirely at the bottom, This 
lots out the hot air and lets in the cool, 
When this method is followed put the 
screon in the lower sash of one win- 
dow of ench room and.iav the upper 
sash of another. * 


As It is Important that sunlight, too, 
should enter the house at some time of 
the day, open all the blinds and win- 
dows in the carly morning for ua little 
while. Then darken the house for the 
rest of the day, 

It is especially important that. the 
attle and cellar should bave proper 
ventilation, In the former.a skylight 
or window should be kept open night 
and day; except, of course, when it 
rains. The cellar windows shonld be 
open only at night when it is compara- 
tively cool. Open them at. sundown 
and close them at~8 o'clock io the 
morning. Neglect of this method. of 
airing the cellar cuuses a great deal ‘ 
of trouble during the bot weather, If . 
the windows are not closed during the 
heat of the day the warm, moisture 
ladened air enters the cellar and con- 
denses on walls, pipes, metals, ete. The 
colder the surface the greater will be 
the amount of moisture that will con- 
dense upon it, and a few days of neg- 
lect will make the cellar so damp that 
it will not be a suitable place for keep- 
Ing food. :
